Relics Of

./;tt is difficult to assess in the 
context of a time period now 30 
years dead the importance of the 
British cabinet records of 1940 
which have been stripped of their 
secrecy after three decades. 


What they purport to show is 


that high British officials, 
in- 


cluding Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain, distrusted negotia- 
tions 
conducted 
by 
President 


Franklin D. Roosevelt through 
his Sec. of State, Sumner Welles, 
which might have led to peace 
agreements with Germany. 


. According 
t o 
the 
records. 


Chamberlain told his cabinet on 
March 13, 1940, that he thought 
Roosevelt 
would 
"make 
some 


attempt to bring the war to an 
end even if that attempt should 
be embarrassing 
to 
us." 
The 


Prime Minister was referring to 
speculation that Welles was look- 
ing into the possibility of a peace 
(ivertu)'e 
t o 
Germany 
which 


would have permitted Hitler to 
retain his power. 


Some 
of 
the 
conversations 


included in the cabinet records 
are far stronger, including 
the 


observation by Sir Robert Vansit- 
tart, chief diplomatic adviser to 
ihe Foreign Office, that "It is 
now pretty clear as the Prime 
Minister says in this minute that 
President Roosevelt is ready to 
play a dirty trick on the world 
anil risk the ultimate destruction 
qf the Western 
democracies in 


order to secure the re-election of 
a Democratic candidate in the 
United States." 


Such documents provide inter- 


esting historical conjecture, but 
any value they may have had in 
.influencing world affairs was lost 
when they were 
classified 
30 


years aco- 
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packet starts out in these words: 


"The 
1070 Federal tax forms 


use the same approach as last

felt would be helpful. These in- 
clude the printing of the instruc- 
tions separately, the use of the 
back of Form 1040 for the tax 
computation, and the printing of 
some of the schedules back to 
back." 


Generally speaking, the 
1040 


packets have improved through 
the years. The instruction sheets 
go into more detail than the IRS 
imprints of the 1950s and prior 
decades; and although the forms 
require much crisscrossing if the 
taxpayer is a multi-source income 
recipient, they are not too dif- 
ficult to follow if one takes his 
time. 


The 
improvement 
has 
come 


about because of the IRS 
com- 


puterized auditing of the millions 
of returns it receives. 


Recently the Service adopted a 


pre-addressed 
labeling 
of 
the 


1040 
which was pasted perm- 


anently on the original form the 
taxpayer is supposed to mail in. 


The label contains his name, 


address, Social Security number 
and some IRS coding for 
the 


electronic scanners. 


This time the 
1040 
packet's 


cover page has the label pasted 
at the bottom underneath a red 
ink notice reading: 


"Peel off the blue label below 


and place it in the address area 
of the Form 1040 you file." 


Since the IRS does not take too 


many people into its confidence, 
we can only guess at the reason 
for the change. Quite possibly, it 
may be in 1969 and prior years 
too many taxpayers were not 
forwarding the pre-pasted 
1040 


original, and were writing or 
typing in the information. The 
computer probably doesn't swal- 
low this homemade addressing 
which means that some clerk in 
the receiving office would have 
to make up a label. 


By moving the label to the 


packet's c o v e r . Commissioner 
Thrower apparently h o p e d to 
conquer that electronic bottle- 
neck. 


Things are not working out as 


he hoped. 


Ten per cent of the first 100,- 


000 returns filed with his region- 
al offices are innocent of 
the 


label or its hand endorsed substi- 
tute. 


This is a worse reception than 


another perennial omission, the 
failure to sign the return. 


Construed strictly by the In- 


ternal Revenue Code and the IRS 
regulations, this non-addressing 
is no filing whatever. 


The taxpayer looking for a 


refund will be in for a long wait. 
In 
fact, he is more likely to 


receive first a form letter stating 
he is delinquent on his taxes. 


The taxpayer owing something 


to Uncle Sam will be in the same 
boat but deeper in the water. The 
IRS will be seeking: interest on 
the delinquency, maybe slapping 
on a stiff penalty as well. The 
latter can run as high as 25 per 
cent of the amount due. We won't 
try to extend our layman's dim 
accounting perceptions by specu- 
lating if the interest charge of 
six per cent is put against the 
penalty 
as 
it is against 
the 


delinquent amount itself. 


Before the April 15th 
deadline 


rolls around, we would expect the 
IRS to issue some press releases 
on 
this 
labelling misadventure 


and what the taxpayer can do to 
cover his tracks. 


One suggestion in order at this 


time would be to re-file the 
1040, 


marking it in big letters as a 
duplicate. It might also be well to 
send a letter with it giving the 
date the 
non-addressed, return 


was mailed.

Commented the 
EEOC: "The Army's consistent 
response has been the alterna- 
tive that she accept the dis- 
parity (in women officer's-re- 
muneration) or that she resign.
